The
merest trifle in one's life, in (trell #o small as to
be deemed of no importance, 18 often safMciont
to change the whole course and current of his
being. God froquently lnvests the acts of a
plain and common man with a power of con-
pections and remote relstions that travels pro-
doctively Into the future ages after the man
himself bas retired from this carthly scene, In
this way Ibttle things as well as great may make
our llves sublime.

As an exnmple, let us cite the case of a wan-
dering peddler, who, more than two conturies
since, callad at the house of Baxter's father and
there left & religlous book, which the youthful
Baxter read, and by which he was first awakenod
and then converted to the Gospel of Christ.
This was the first result of that accidental visit,
Baxter, becoming s Christian, In due séason
gave to the world religious writings that, being
studied by Doddridge, were the chief means in
forming his epiritual character; and this wasa
second result of the peddler's visit. “The
Rise and Progress of Religion,"” written by
Doddridge, wae owned of Heaven to the
conversion of Wilberforce, the philanthropist;
and thus we come to a third result in the
advancing series. “The Practical View of
Christdanity,” coming from the pen of Wilber-
foree, bronght Leigh Richmond to the know-
ledge of the truth; and hence a fourth result was
added. Leigh Richmond wrote the *Dairy-
man's Daughter,” producing a little work which
bas been read by millions, and by God honored
10 the salvation of a great many souls. Behold
this series of providences, beginning with the
simple and apparently unimportant act of an
bumble peddler, placing that set In relations
truly wonderful, and finally crowning It with a
significance thut we have no capacities to mea-
sure. Withdraw the life of that peddler and the
little thing whieh he did from the series, and
perhaps the whole would be gone. Hig act,
viewed in connection with the sequel, impres-
pively shows that n great result may have its
incipient germ in the bosom of a very small
cause.

The Epls-
eopal rector in Dubuque will not prosecute him.

—At John's Chapel, in New York city, main-
tains one colored Bunday School, one colored
industrial school, one German Sunday School,
and a general industrial school. No distinetion
of creed is made. The attendance is increasing
from week to week. All the families, especially
the r, are visited in turn.

—The Rev. Samuel Clements, of Ohlo, has
aceepted the pogition of Principal of the Pro-
testant Episcopal Mliesion House In this city.
In this house young men are prepared for the
work of forelgn missions. Among its inmates
are iwo Chinamen, two North American In-
diang, some colored men from the West Indies,
and a nuwaber of others, of wariouz nation-
alities.

—A new Bethel, called the “Church of our
SBaviour for S8eamen,"” was opened in New York
on Bundoy, January 9, with appropriate ser-
vices. Itiea floating church, constructed on
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— T Prea’bywhn Jolnt Committes on' Re-
eonstruction has published a relimi repml
They would remove the Ueoernl Assembly
somewhbat further from the people by tranafer-
ring the election of comm ssfoners from the
preshyteries to the synods, ench od to send
one minister and one elder for each 50 minlsters.
Appeals cannot be carried to the Assembly ex-
cept In questions of heresy and constitutional
law. The synods should be large: giving New
York, 4 Pennaylvania and Ohlo, each 3; In-
dlana, llinols, and Towa, each 2 and all the
others comprise o State.or a Btate with adjacent
territories. The few churches In Connecticut
are attached to the Synod of New York, and
those north and east in New Eugland to the
Synod of Albany. Two lomlsn synods ware
coustitnted—ome of Northern India, and the
other of China, The Assembly will consist of
about 250 members.

{ts own presbyteries.

—Emigration so Wweakens the churches In
Maine that the Baptists bave been compelled to
drop 7 churches, and- but half of their 263
churches have pastors or stated supplies. The
churches ave 73 members each.

—The General Baptiste are a free communion
body, disconnected from the Free-will Baptisis,
but wlmost identical la their faith and prae-
tices. Thelr churches are found In seatlered

rtlons of the Middle Btates. We hear of the

Inited Assoclation in Indiana, whieh reported
at ita late meeting 54 churches, an incrense of 5.

—Woe are glad to notice the efforts which are
now being made by all the Southern churches
to educate the colored population. Three Bap-
tist ministers at the BSouth — Drs. Bramtly,
Landrum, and Mell—offer to educate and sup-
port fifty colored Baptist munisters for three
months in the city of Macon, Georgin, They
believe the most effectunl way of reaching ihe
blacks ia through an educated ministry of their
OWN ree.

—The late Ton. Amos Kendnll, besides his
munificent gift of about §150,000 towards the
erection and subseqnent rebuilding of the Cal-
vary Baptist Church, fn Washington, and of
rOmMe (‘JJ?(!K‘ for mission Bunday Behool Eur-
poses, gave also §6000 to found six scholarships
in Columbian College. Mr. Kendall graduntod
at Dartmouth, He was seventy-six years old
when he was baptized, at which time he became
a teacher in the Sunday School.

—The minutes of the Beventh Day Baptista
ghow eeventy-six churches, of which the strong-
est are in Hopkinton, Maes.; Westerly and Paw-
eatuck, R. I.; Alfred and Brookfield, N. Y.; and
Albion and Milton, Wisconsin.
